The Committee of Secrecy, appointed to enquire into 
the Cauſes of the War that now ſubſiſts in the 
Carnatic, and of the preſent Condition of the 
Britiſh Poſſeſſions in thoſe Parts, and to report 
the ſame to the Houſe with their Obſervations 
thereupon ; and who were inſtructed to enquire 
into the Riſe, Progreſs, Conduct, and preſent 
State, of the Maratta War, and all other Hoſtili- 
ties in which the Prefidency of Bengal now are, 
or have been, engaged in the Support of that 
War; and of the Effects which the ſaid War and 
Hoſtilities may have produced in Bengal, and 
the other Settlements and Poſſeſſions of the Eaſt 
Incia Company : 


T TAVING, in their preceding Report vpon this 
Subject, taken a curſory View of the gencral 
State of Politics, and probable Diſpoſition of the ſeve- 
ral Powers in any Degree intereſted in the Diſputes be— 
tween the Britiſh Governments in India and the Ma- 
ratta Nation, at the Period when Colonel Upton re- 
tarned from Poona to Fort William, in July, 1777, 
defire now to carry back the Attention of the Houte,

Your Committee have thus endeavoured ſhortly to 
fate an Account of the Proceedings of the Supreme 
Council, in Regard to the Nature of their latter Inter- 
ference in the Diſputes between the Preſidency of Bom- 
bay and the Maratta Duthar. We have referred the 
Houſe to very ample Documents and Authorities, in the 
ſeveral Appendixes, for fuller Information of the de- 
clared Principles and Reaſons of their Conduct upon 
that Subject. We have made it appear, that they had 
not only ſent very conſiderable Aſſiſtance of Men and 
Money from their own Preſidency to that of Bombay, 
but had alſo prevailed upon the Government of Fort St. 
George to give their Aid, by detaching a Body of Troops 
from their Eſtabliſhment, to firengthen the Army on the 
Malabar Coaſt, and had ſince applied to them for a Pre- 
paration of farther eventual Reinforcements for the 
lame Service. We have alſo ſhewn the Difficulties and 
Impediments which the Bengal Detachment met with in 
the Outſet of their March, and the Contrariety of Or- 
ders which the Commander of it received from the Pre- 
ſident and Council of Bombay, before his Arrival at 
Chatterpore in the End of June, To theſe we have ad- 
ded the Opinions and Propoſitions of the ſeveral Mem- 
bers of the Superior Council, in Conſequence of thoſe 
Incidents ; till, on the Receipt of apparently authentic 
Intelligence of a Rupture with France, that Board di- 
refted their Attention to a new Object, by deputing an 
Embaſſy to the Court of Berar, which they expected to 
produce, in its ultimate Conſequences, an Effect ſeeming- 
ly inconſiſtent with the Purſuit of their former Views 
and Deſigns upon the Subject; though it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that the Governor- general intimated in his Mi- 
nute, that he had already employed the Agency of

mittee having placed this Letter, and the incloſed Paper 
in the Appendix, No 135, deſire to refer the Houſe to 
them, and will therefore in this Place make only a very 
few Obſervations, It appears, by theſe Papers, that no 
Reſolution had yet been taken with Regard to the neceſ-

his own Determination to march forward without wait- 
ing to hear farther from them ; and that he was ac- 
tually arrived at Surat: From a Knowledge of which 
Circumſtances, Governor Hornby obſerved there was a 
very material Change made in their Affairs, as there 
was no Reaſon to doubt of the Determination of the 
Governor-general and Council to proceed in their De- 
ſign of Alliance with Moodajee Booſla, they muſt look to 
that as the leading Ci cumſtance in their political Tranſ- 
actions with the Marattas in future. —It appears farther, 
that no Anſwer had yet been received from Moodajee 
Scindia to the Letter which the Governor, in Conſe- 
quence of the Reſolutions of the Committee, had written 


to him, though he had, in the Name of the Poona Dur- 


bar, on the 2d and 6th of March, made a Demand of 
the ſeveral Ceſſions ſtipulated for in the Convention at 
Worgam, and his Agent had taken Leave without 
opening himſelf as to the particular Views of his Maſter, 
from which Steps he was ſuſpected of a Deſign and Hope 
of making a more advantageous Bargain by Delay. 
Your Committee obſerve, that the Repreſentation, herein 
made by Governor Hornby, of the State of the Bombay 
Treaſury and Reſources, with a Calculation of the Sums 
they ſhould require for a Chance of retrieving their Af- 
fairs, was truly diſtreſsful, eſpecially as he ſeemed ap- 
prehenſive of a Deficiency in thoſe of Bengal, from = 
immenſe Expence of Colonel Goddard's Detachment, 
and the Drafts which would probably be made upon 
them by the Preſidency of Madras, whoſe Diſtreſs for 
Money was ſaid to have been the Cauſe of their delay- 
ing ſo long to carry into Execution the projected Expe- 
dition againſt Mahé. Notwithſtanding theſe Difficulties, 
however, he argued, that, as the Defence of their Settle. 
ments abſolutely required that they ſhould find Means 
of keeping up their preſent Force, it was become neceſ- 
fary to take immediate Meaſures for that Purpoſe, which 
could only be effected by ſecuring ſuch Revenue under 
their own Collection as might be nearly anſwerable to 
their Expences, With this View he propoſed the Plan, 


which will be found in the Appendix, Ne 135, for ob- 


taining a determinate Knowledge of Moodajee Booſla's 
Reſolutions, to which they ſhould pay their firſt Atten- 
tion, and for temporizing in the mean Time with Scin- 
dia and the Maratta Chiefs ; while Colonel Goddard, 
with the Command of the Forces to the Nerthward, 
ſhould ſeize upon the Share of the rich Diſtrits about 
the Mahe and the Tappy Rivers, and endeavour to eſ- 
3 tabliſh 
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tabliſh an Agreement with the Guicawar Brothers under 
the Guarantee of the Company, and to conciliate the 
other Northern Chiefs. Nor did he deſpair of their be- 
ing able, with the remaining Force of their Garriſon, to 
make a ſucceſsful Attempt upon Baſſein itſelf, and af- 
terwards effeQually to thwart the French Deſigns, by 
taking ſadden Poſſeſſion of Choul. Theſe he recom. 
mended as preparatory Steps to their Defence againſt 
a French Invaſion, or in Furtherance of the Plan to be 
concerted with Moodagee Booſla ; ſtating the Improba. 
bility of any material Oppoſition to their Succeſs, and 
urging the Danger of their Inadtion, as an Argument 
— any Objections, which might be made to their 
proceeding without freſh Authority and Sanction from 
the Supreme Council. 

Vour Committee have thus taken a View of Pro- 
ceedings under the Government of Bombay, and pointed 
out the Reſolvtions of the Select Committee in Favour of 
Ragoba, the Iſſue of which proved ſo very calamitous, 
as by his Captivity to have apparently extinguiſhed his 
Cauſe, and by the Terms of the Convention to have re- 
duced the Company's Power within a very narrow Line 
of Deſence ; but it has alſo been ſhewn, that the Barrier 
of the Convention was immediately puſhed down, almoſt 
before it was attempted to be ſet up; that the Fate of 
Ragoba was conſidered only as a perſonal Loſs, for 
which the Committee firſt ſought a Subſtitute in Mada- 
jee Scindia, and afterwards in adopting the Governor. 
general and Council's Plan in Favour of Moodajee 
Booſla ; and that the Ar;ival of Colonel Goddard, with 
the Bengal Detachment at Surat, revived even the Hope 
of acquiring a Territory ſufficient for the Expences of a 
War, which the decided Enmity of Nanna, and the un- 
doubted Projects of the French, were ſuppoſed to render 
abſolutely unavoidable. 'The Plan, which was conceived 
by the Preſident, for making the War a Means of re. 
trieving their Affairs, has been alſo laid before the 
Houſe, and it has appeared, that it was deſigned to wait 
for the Opinion any Direction of the Superior Council, 
before every Part of the Plan ſhould be carried into 
Execution, |

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T N O OPS unde Bombay Preſidency, 
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Your Committee will now return to a Conſideration 
of the Meaſures which the Governor-general and Coun- 
cil may be found to have adopted in this Interim, and 
will endeavour to inveſtigate the Motives of their Con- 
duct, particularly in Regard to the Change which it 
has appeared was made in the Command of the Ben- 
gal Detachment, and to the Variety of their Reſolu- 
tions and Directions for the Purpoſe of completing the 
intended Connection with the Berar Raja, And we 
ſhall afterwards, in regular Order, attend to the Effect 
which the News of the unfortunate Events on the 
Malabar Coaſt had upon their Councils and Proceed- 
ings. Your Committee will, however, in the firſt 
Place, deſire the Houſe to recollect the Account given 
in the former Reports, of the Situation and Manage- 
ment of the Company's Affairs in other Parts at this 
very important Period, by which Means they will be 
better able to judge of the Wiſdom and Expediency 
of the Meaſures at preſent in Quedion, as confid-red 
on the larger Scale of Regard to the general [Intereſt 
and Welfare of the Whole. And it ſhould not be 
omitted to point out the concluding Part of the Let- 
ter from the Select Committee, dated 27th March, to 
the Secret Committee of the Court of Directors, as it 
contains material Information relative to the Expedi- 
tion againſt Mahé, and the Suſpicions then entertained, 
and communicated by the Government of Bombay, of 
the hoſtile Diſpoſition of Hyder Ally towards the Com- 
pany, and of his open Attachment to the French. 

And your Commitree find, that the Select Com- 
mittee of Bombay, in the Letter juſt mentioned of the 
27th March, adverted to the Slowneſs with which the 
Bengal Detachment had at firſt advancea, and to the 
conſequent Uncertainty of its Arrival on the Malabar 
Coaſt, as a Reaſon in Exculpation of their own Con- 
duct for having undertaken the Poona Expedition with- 
out waiting tor a more immediate Co-operation with 
It. 

It has been ſhewn, that, on the Receipt cf News in 
June, 17-8, of a Rupture with France, the Preſident 
and Council had written to Colonel Leſlie in Terms 
of much Anxicty to preſs forward his Detachment ; 
and that, on the 21ſt of July, when the elect Com- 
mittee came to their firſt Reſolution of undertaking ef- 
teQtually the Support of Ragoba, they had again ad- 
dreſſed him in ſimilar Terms, and gare him particular 
Directions for his Route. And it avpears, that Colo- 
nel Leſlic, in his Letter to Bengal of 25th of July, 
acknowledged the Receipt of the firſt Order, and de- 
clared his Intention of immediately obeying it in the 
Rup, VI.

Expedition might be defeated, while he delayed his 
March to make Treaties with the Princes of the Coun- 
try; and he therefore moved for an Enquiry upon that 
Subject. And we perceive, that the Governor gene- 
ral was alſo diſpoſed to condemn his Conduct, remark - 
ing on the flow Advance of 120 Miles in the Space 
of 4 Months, and at an Expence of 12, oo, ooo Rupees; 
but, wiſhing not to enter precipitately into a Meaſure 
of ſuch Importance, he recommended a Dclay till they 
ſhould be furniſhed with every proper Material, and 
be able to form their Reſolutions upon dire& Proof 
of Miſconduct. The Board appear to have acquicſced 
in his Reaſoning. 

But your Committee find, that the Board at this 
Time received Information of the Death of Mr, El- 
liot, which Event appears to have been regretted as a 
heavy Misfortune, and eſpecially in Reſpect to the 
Embaſſy with which he was charged, as on his per- 
ſonal Qualifications the Confidence of the Government 
was particularly repoſed. And we obſerve, that the 
Governor-general immediately propoſed, that a Perſon 
ſhould be appointed to repair to the Court of the 
Rajah of Berar, and furniiled with the ſame Inſtruc- 
tions as were delivered to Mr. Elliot, for concluding 
a Treaty with that Government; but, on Account of

* doptedz and we have every Reaſon to think we might 
* have purſued our Operations, to the Point at which 
ve aimed, without any Moleſtation whatever from 
Rr.

« The Diſpoſitions of the Peſhwa and the Miniſters 
« at Poona upon this Event may be eaſily conceived, 
The Effects of this Reſentment may be ſuſpended for 
<< a Time, but we can never ſuppoſe they will reſt ſatis. 
« fied with the Advantage they have acquired; much 
«« leſs can we expect they will unite in Friendſhip or in 
«© Meaſures with thoſe who have attempted ſuch dange- 
«« rous Deſigns againſt them. 

„ Thus, by one ill-timed and unfortunate Enter. 
«« prize, the Reputation of our Arms is ſullied, and the 


. «© Friendſhip of the principal Indian States hazarded or 


«© loſt for ever, and that too at a Period when we are 
« engaged in a War which calls for the Exertion of all 
„ our Force, and the Good-will of every State in Al. 
«© lance with us. 

„In the Midſt of theſe unpleaſing Reflections, we 
« feel no ſmall Degree of Satisfaction at the ſucceſsful 
«« Meaſures which have been purſued againſt the French. 
«© By removing them from our Neighbourhood, we are 
«*« at Liberty to aq with much greater Spirit and Se- 
« curity; and, we yet flatter ourſelves, that it is within 
« the Power of the Two Prefidencies of Bengal and 
«© Madras, by prudent and vigorous Meaſures, to fe- 
<< pair the Miſchiefs that have been occaſioned by the 
«« Miſcarriage of the Bombay Troops, to wipe away 
« the Diſcredit that has fallen on the Company“ 
* Arms, and to keep in Awe thoſe Powers who may 
be diſpoſed to take Advantage of our ill Succeſs on 
& that Side of India. | 

« On Receipt of Intelligence from Poona, it be- 
« came a Queſtion with us, whether it would be ſafe 
« or prudent to purſue the Expedition we had ſet on 
„Foot againſt Mahé. We ſaw the additional Riſk to 
„ which it was expoſed, and the Inconvenience of 
«© tending ſuch a Body of Troops at this Time * 
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of the Carnatic ; but we perceived alſo the parti- 
„ cular Advantage that would reſult from the ſucceſs- 
e ful Execution of our Meaſures, We ſaw that this 
% was the only Opportunity that might offer for re- 
© moving the diſadvantageous Impreſſions, which have 
«© been occaſioned every where by the late Defeat; 
« that the Appearance of Diffidence or Timidity on 
© this Occaſion would ftrengthen and confirm theſe 
«© Impreſſions, and probably operate more to our Pre- 
«& judice than any Failure that could happen from 
t the Proſecution of the Enterprize ; and laſtly, that 
© the withdrawing our Troops will be inevitably fol- 
* lowed by the Capture of Tellicherry, which, though 
«© perhaps not important in itſelf, would, in the Eyes 
© of the Country Powers, be conſidered as a Victory 
of no ſmall Conſequence to the French, and perhaps 
| © induce thoſe, who are now wavering to declare openly 
C in their Favour. Upon the Whole, our Concluſion 
„ was, that the Expedition ſhould be proſecuted ; and 
| © we came to that Reſolution accordingly. 

„„ We have ſome Hopes that Hyder Ally, who ſe. 
« cretly favoured and wiſhed well to the Cauſe of Ra- 
„ gonaut Row, ſeeing the Danger to which he may be 
| « expoſed from the Reſentment of the Maratta State, 
will be glad to avail himſelf of our Support; in that 
* * Caſe, we may be able to detach him entirely from 
the Intereſts of the French, and render him a moſt 
« uſeful Ally to us. Indeed we are fo convinced of 
| © the good Policy of uniting cloſely with Hyder in a 
| * defenſive Alliance, that we ſhall embrace every Op- 
„ve © portunity to effect it. We have lately appointed one 
« of the Company's Servants to proceed to his Durbar, 
* and have written to him for the neceſſary Paſſports, 
« which we expect daily. 

* Your Northern Circars lay ſo open to Invaſion 
* from the Dominion of Nizam Ally, aad, as there 1s 
« but too much Reaſon to doubt the Sincerity of his 
“ Friendſhip for the Company, we think it highly ex- 
« pedient at this Jun&ure to have the beſt Intelligence 
of his Deſigns, and to be timely informed of any

* For this Purpoſe, as well as to ſettle every Thing

And it appears, that he brought 
with him a Letter from the Select Committee, dated 
4th of April, in which they referred the Board to a

theſe we find principally, that he thought their Diſa-

but ſhould rather induce them to excite their Zeal to 


exert themſelves for the retrieving of their paſt Miſ- 
fortunes; and to arm them with Means adequate to 
that End, reſtricting their Powers, where the Object 
was Ceterminate, and permiiting a more liberal Ex. 
tenſion of them in Caſes too variable and uncertain for 
poſitive Injunctions. And, in the Draft of the Letter, 
which, we obſerve, he then propoſed to convey their 
Inſtructions to the Preſidency of Bombay, he ſuggeſted 
a general Caution, to which their ſtricteſt Attention 
ſhould be required; ** that their Engagements ſhould 
be offenſive only for the Objects of their imme-

important as this is, will of Courſe be attentively ex-

Your Committee obſerve, that Sir Eyre Coote delivered 
in a Minute upon this Occaſion; the principal Part of 
which we have already adverted to, and ſhall therefore 
here ſimply remark, that he beſtowed the higheſt Com- 
mendations upon Colonel Goddard, whom however he 
did not think it in their Power to appoint to the chief 
Command of the Bombay Eſtabliſhment, though he 
could wiſh to have him conſulted upon all military and 
political Points, He declared himſelf averſe from ever 
concurring in the Meaſure of deſtroying the Bramia 
Uſurpation, by reſtoring the original Ram Rajah Go- 
vernment in the Perſon of Moodajee Booſla, con- 
ceiving the real Intereſts of the Company to be con- 
cerned in keeping up Diviſions among the Maratta 
Powers. He remarked, that the natural Diminution 
of Colonel Goddard's Force, and ſome Symptoms of 
Diſaffection among the Sepoys, made it neceſſary to 
loſe no Time in exerting their utmoſt Vigour to ſup- 
port their military Reputation; and he pointedly re- 
commended an Alliance with the Country Powers, eſpe- 
cially with Hyder Ally, whoſe more particular Intereſt 
it was to join them in any hoſtile Attempts againſt the 
Maratta State.

pedition ; and he ſeems therein to agree materially with 
the Sentiments of Sir Eyre Coote. But your Com- 
mittee farther obſerve, that Mr. Francis alſo preſented 
ſome Propoſitions to the Conſideration of the Board, 
which he recommended to be made Part of their Letter 
to Bombay.

It appears to your Committee, that Colonel Goddard Ben. Sec. Conſ. 
wrote to the Governor- general and Council from Surat June 21, 1779. 
on the 2oth of May, and that his Letter reached them on PPendix, 202. 
the 21ſt of June; and that he therein informed them of 
his own Situation while attending the Arrival of their 
Inſtructions before he entered upon any active Meaſures, 
and of the Diſſentions which by confirmed Advices from 
Poona he was convinced ſubſiſted among the principal 
Leaders of the Maratta State, whereby a favourable Op- 
portunity might perhaps be opened to them for a ſuc- 
ceſsful Interference in the Affairs of that Empire 
conducive to the Re-eftabliſhment of their own; that, 
without looking to Schemes of Conqueſt fo exten ſive as 
the ſettling the Adminiftration, or diſpoſing of the chief 
Authority of the Maratta Empire, many Advantages 
might be taken of its Confuſion, and particularly in the 
Quarter near which he was ftationed, namely, the Gu- 
zerat Province, whoſe Situation and preſent State of di- 
vided Government expoſed it an eaſy Prey to an In- 
vader.

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It is obſervable, that the General, after giving an 
Account to the Select Committee of Bombay, of the 
Circumſtances of Ragoba's Eſcape and Retreat till he 
came under the Protection of his Camp, preferred a 
Complaint againſt the Chief of Broach for having re- 
ceived him in that City, and thereby preſumed to en- 
croach upon the reſerved Powers of the Supreme Coun- 
cil, and to offer an Aﬀront to them in his Diſreſpect 
ſhewn to their Miniſter. And your Committee have re- 
marked, that Mr. Gambier had taken ſome Pains to 
perſuade Ragoba not to advance to Surat, till Inſtruc- 
tions could be received from the Preſident and Select 
Committee ; and obſerved in his Letter to them, that 
he believed Ragoba would himſelf, if he thought his 
Buſineſs could be effectually done by them without 
throwing bimſelf into the Hands of General Goddard, 
prefer much the putting the Management. of his Aſtairs 
under their Directions. = 

And Your Committee find, that General Goddard 
addreſſed another Letter upon this Subject to the Supe- 
rior Board on the 18th June, encloſing one from Rago- 
naut Row to the Governor General, and giving an Ac- 
count of the Information he had derived, from a Con- 
ference with him, of the State of Parties in the Maratta 
Government, of his Reaſons for delivering himſelf up to 
Scindia, of his having diſcovered the perfidious Inten- 
tions of that Chief, and of certain Overtures which had 
been made to him by the Nizam, as an Encouragement 
to attempt his Eſcape. And we obſerve that Gen. Goddard 


added ſome Remarks of his own on this Circumllance, by 


which he ſought to reconcile it with. the propable Line 
of intereſted Policy which the Nizam might be ſuppoſed 
inclinable to purſue ; and he farther took Notice of ano- 
ther Source of Hope in the Enmity which Hyder Ally 
bore to the ruling Adminiſtration of the Maratta Empire, 
and in the Marks of Attachment and Favour which he had 
ſhewn to the Perſon and the Cauſe of Ragoba. He en- 
forced this Obſervation by an Account of the late Pro- 
ceedings of the Peſhwa aud Madajee Scindia, who had 
written to the Preſidency of Bombay, and apprized them 
of their Intentions to march againſt Hyder, and to puniſh 
him for his Inroads upon their Country, ſignifying at the 
ime Time their Deſire of ſettling all Differences wich 
the Britiſh Government. 

And your Commutee find, that at this Time ſome 
Alarms of a French Invaſion were ſtarted by Sir Eyre 
Coote, from the Intormation he had received of their Force 
and preparatory Armaments at the Iſlands, which were 
probably deſigned for an Attack upon Bombay; and he 
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thereupon propoſed that the Governments of Fort Saint 
George and Bombay ſhould be recommended to reinforce 
General Goddard's Army with the following Troops ; 


From Madras, One Battalion of Europeans,

And upon this Subject he appears to have added the fol. 
lowing Advice and Remarks: “ As the Works of Pondi- 
« cherry are now deſtroyed, the Quota from Madras may 
«© the more eaſily be ſpared. The Troops they have at 
„ Mahé, 1,100, Sepoys, One Company of Grenadier, 
* and 50 Artillery, may immediately embark to join 
« Gen. Goddard; the Reſt may be completed from the 
« Southern Stations, and will certainly be with him be. 
* fore any Operations of the Enemy can be commenced, 

„The Forces of Madras and of this Eſtabliſhment 
% are, in my Opinion, fully ſufficient to protect our 
* Poſſeſſions on this Side of India; moreover, we are in 
«« daily ExpeRation of great Addition to our Strength 
«« from Europe. I therefore alſo recommend that Drafts 
« be ſent from hence to complete the original Number 
of General Goddard's Detachment.” — The Debate 
which enſued hereupon, and the ſeveral Minutes of the 
Members of Council, as well upon this Point as upon a 
following Propoſal made by the Governor-general for a 
Letter of Inſtructions to General Goddard, on Account 
of the intended Reinforcement to him, are all placed in 
the Appendix, No 211, And your Committee think it 
proper to expreſs their particular Recommendation to 
the Houſe, to give them an attentive Peruſal, as they io 
very directly treat upon that Subject, which we eſteem 
to be the moſt immediate Aim and Scope of our Enqui- 
ry. It will be therein ſeen how far the Opinion of the 
Commander in Chief was declared to have influenced 


the Judgement of ſome of the other Members to an Ac- 


quieſcence in his Propoſals, and in what Terms of Ex- 
planation the Governor-general defined his own Inten- 
tions, and thoſe of the Board, in recommending to Gener al 
Goddard (without erjeizing him) to acquire the Addition 
of any other advantageous Article beſides thoſe which 
by bis Inſtructions of the 5th April he had been directed 
to inſiſt upon. The Letters of the Superior Council 
diſpatched in Conſequence of theſe Reſolutions i the 
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ſabjoined to the other Records in che ſame Appendix, 
and will of Courſe be conſidered with them by the Houſe. 

And as your Committee obſerve, that Mr. Francis 
delivered a ſubſequent Minute of his Diſapprobation to 
ſome Part of the Letter to General Goddard, and a 
partial Debate afterwards aroſe upon the Mode in 
which the Recruits ſhould be ſent from Bengal to join 
the Army at Surat, we have annexed thoſe alſo to the 
Reſt of theſe Documents, 

In Regard to the Advancement of the Negotiations 
with the Marattas, your Committee have found, that, 
on the 13th September, the Governor-general ſuggeſted 
the Poſſibility, that the Miniſters might have wiſhed 
and have found Means to protract them, and that 
thereby General Goddard might ſtil] remain in a State 
of Suſpenſe; to put an End to which he recommended 
an immediate Direction to him to repeat their Offers 
to the Peſhwa and Miniſters, and to demand their final 
Determination upon them in the Space of Twenty- 
four Hours, from the Time of their being preſented, 
declaring that their Refuſal, or the Delay of their 
Anſwer beyond that Time, would be conſidered as a 
Declaration of War. | 

Inſtructions conformable to the Terms of this Pro- 
poſal appear to have beeg ſent to General Goddard, 
and at the ſame Time the Select Committee of Bom- 
bay were adviſed of them, and deſired to grant him 
every Aid in their Power, if he ſhould be reduced to 
the Extremity of engaging in Hoſtilities. And, by a 
Letter from General Goddard, dated the 15th July, 
which reached Calcutta a few Days after the Diſpatch of 
theſe Inſtructious, your Committee obſerve, that he alſo 
expected to meet with Delays in the Buſineſs of Accom mo- 
dation, although the Language of the Poona Rliniſters, 
in Anſwer to his Addreſs, breathed throughout a mani- 
feſt Inclination for Peace, and in farther Teftimony of 
which they had immediately conſented to ſend a confi- 
dential Vackeel to him for that Purpoſe. Ee explained 
many Reaſons, however, why he was diſpoſed to doubt 
the Sincerity of theſe Profeſſions, from the Informa- 
tion he had received of Nanna's Preparations for War, 
and his Solicitude to engage the Aſſiſtance of the ncigh- 
bouring Powers, particularly the Nizam, from whom 
he had recently reccived a very favourable Anſwer, 
He declared himſelf therefore particularly anxious for 
preciſe Inſtructions how far, upon a Convidion of the 
Duplicity and Deccit of the Poona Government, he 
Mould make known a juſt Reſentment of their Beha- 
viour, the hoſtile Part he was authoriſed to take, pes 
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See Letter from 
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the particular Meaſures he was to purſue, in Conſe. 
quence of the political Advantages that might ſuggeſt 
themſelves from the Situation of Affairs already ſub. 
mitted to the Conſideration of the Board. 

In the Reply which the Governor-general and Coun. 
cil immediately returned to General Goddard, your 
Committee perceive, that they referred him to the Con- 
tents of their Letter of the 13th Inſtant, and to the 
Tenor of their former Inſtructions ; but, that he might 
not be at a Loſs with Reſpe& to the Plan of his future 
Conduct, they added the following Directions: That 
« you conform literally to thoſe Orders in all Caſes 
«© where they are expreſs; and that in any other, where 
% no Proviſion is made, or an Option left you to uſe 
«© your own Diſcretion, you adhere as nearly as pol. 
« ſible to the Spirit of them, without waiting the

We perceive, that 
the Miniſter's perfect Diſpoſition to make Peace with 
the Engliſh was not doubted by the General, though 
he ſuſpected that the late Succeſs againſt the Bombay 
Troops had given them Hopes of better Terms than 
he had offered to them: Doubting, therefore, whether 
ſome more Conceflions, and even the Perſon of Ra- 
goba, would not be demanded, he had declined con- 
ferring upon that Head till Two Preliminary Articles, 
vpon the Acceptance or Refuſal of which the future 
Negotiation would depend, were fully adjuſted.

The different Aſpect 
of Affairs, however, after the certain Knowledge of 
Hyder Ally's Defigns, and the probable Attempts of the 
Marattas on the Bengal Provinces, gave Riſe to a more 
large and general Plan of Prevention from the Com.

the Board; and, when it was found neceſſary to ſend a 
large Re-inforcement to the Coaſt, he recommended the 
Recal of Major Camac's Detachment ; which was alſo 
agreed to by the Board.

Hyder does not appear to have given at that Time any 
farther Explanation of his Intentions with Reſpect to the 
Company.

«« on the Security of Raja Ram Pundit for Payment.” 
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The Narrative to which Your Committee have te- 
ferred the Houſe, will ſhew them how far the extreme 
Diſtreſs of his Situation for want of Money to fatisfy 
his Troops, might be ſuppoſed to operate as an Induce- 
inent with Chimnajee to make theſe Agreements; and 
how far alſo ſuch a Sum was likely to quiet the Mur- 
murs of thoſe to whom it was ſaid Five Times as much 
was due; and who were repreſented to be with Difficul- 
ty reſtrained from Depredation and Plunder on the Pro- 
vinces of the Company.—It is alſo to be remarked, that 
this Tranſaction was concluded without the Knowledge 
and Concurrence of Moodajee Booſla or his Duan, who 
had before refuſed to allow of any Agreement on thoſe, 
Terms: But it appears by the following Obſervation of 
the Governor General and Council, -that they neverthe- 
leſs reckoned upon the moſt confirmed Effect of it: 
% We have laboured, and we think with a Succeſs now 
«« decided, to detach the moſt powerful Member of the 
«« Maratta State, and in its Relation to Bengal the 
«© moſt capable of any in India to do it either Service 
or Hurt, from the general Confederacy which has 
been formed againſt us, and have converted it, oſten- 
« ſibly at leaſt, into a Party to our Cauſe. The Event 
«« will ſhortly prove the Truth of our Concluſions.” 

Of this indeed Your Committee do not find that any 
other Aſſurance had yet been indicated, than the ſafe 
and unmoleſted Paſſage of Colonel Pearce's Detach- 
ment, which Raja Chimnajee himſelf attended to the 
Borders of the Cuttack, and ſhewed much Attention to 
the Commander. It further indeed appears, that the 
Raja had ſeverely puniſhed the only Inſtance of any hoſ- 
tile Attempt, which a Party of his Troops had made by 
an Incurſion upon the Frontiers of Midnapore. | 

It was aſſerted towards the End of April, that he wa 
then on his Return to the Capital of Berar. The laſt 
Letters from thence appear to have been received at Cal- 
cutta on the 8th March, and in them Your Committee 
perceive no Encouragement to the Superior Council, to 
hope for ſpeedy Aflittance of any Kind from that Quar- 
ter. The Treaty had not been forwarded to Foona ; 
Profeſſions of Friendſhip indeed were made, but they 
were attended by an expreſs Declaration, that there 
were other Treaties and Engagements which circum-

Your Committee find, that Colonel Pearce's Detach-

The Diſtreſſes of the V1zier 
No. 364. had increaſed to ſo great a Degree, that they would not

Your Committee have remarked, that one of the 
principal Objections which Moodajee Booſla and his 
Duan made to the Articles propoſed for an Accommo- 
dation with the Poona Government, was in regard to 
the future Diſpoſal of Ragoba, whoſe Place of Reſi- 
dence, as well as his e prev” Number of Attendant,

Some greater Hopes indeed of Pacification ſeem to 
have been entertained by the Preſidency of Fort Saint 
George, as the Nabob Walaw Jaw, who alſo was em- 
ployed at the Deſire of the Governor General in a Me- 
diation with the Poona Durbar, had received Advices 
from them, by which it was ſuppoſed they diſcovered a 
ready Diſpoſition to ſettle proper Terms of Agreement; 
and it further appears, that a Letter had been wiitten 


to Sir Eyre Coote by the Miniſter, and the Purport of 46g, 


it was a Declaration, that the Peſhwa would willingly 
agree to any Plan for Acccmmodation, the Advantages 
of which ſhould not be entirely on the Side of the 
Engliſh.

their Surprize when they found the following to be the 
Conditions recommended: “ That they ſhould deliver

* ſein, the Fort of Guallier, the Forts in Guzerat, 
and all the Countries taken from them in Concan, 
Kc. and ſurrender to their Pleaſure the Perſon of 
© Ragonaut Row.*—And the Governor General and 
Council thereupon obſerved, that although they wiſhed 
for Peace with the Maratta State, they would not make 
Peace on Terms diſhonourable to themſelves, or dil- 
grace the Engliſh Name by ſubmitting to Conditions 
which could not be complied with without a Sacrifice 
of the Honour and Intereſt of the Company. In their 
laſt Letter, under Date 1;th May, they further declared 
their fixed Reſolution in theſe Words :;—** Reſpecting 
other Conditions, (being determined not to part with 
the valuable Acquiſition of Baſſein) on which we might 
„ be willing to accede to a Peace, the ill Succeſs with 
which our Advances have been hitherto attended, 
and the Preſumption which they ſeem to have given 
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«© Birth to in the arrogant Conduct of the Minitter,

diſcourage us in looking to any favourable Deter- 
mination of the War, but as we have adviſed you in 
our laſt Addreſs, by the moſt vigorous and ſucceſsful 
Proſecution of it.“ 

And in the fame letter they again take Notice, with 
ſome Chagrin, of the Syttem of Defence adopted and 
recommended by the Preiidency of Bombay, cxpreſſing 
however a Iiope, that the Remonſtrance which had been 
REP.

their late Opinions, as they deemed it hoſtile to the

With theſe Accounts of the preſent political Situa- 
tion of the Britſh Governments in India, reſpetting 
thoſe Powers immediately or more remotely intereſted 
in the War, which has been the Subject of our Enquiry, 
Your Committee had nearly concluded their Narrative 
and Obſervations; having only referved ſome Remarks 
on the Orders which the Company have lately ſent to 
their Adminiſtrations in thoſe Parts, for the more regu- 
lar and complete Termination of them. We hare 
thought it proper, for Reaſons which appeared to us 
molt juſt and forcible, to draw from no other Source than 
the Records of the Company, or the official Diſpatches 
of the Miniſters, thoſe Materials, which we have en- 
deavoured faithfully, though perhaps without ſufficient 
Method and Perſpicuity, to digeſt and arrange for the 
Information of the Houſe. The laſt regular Advices 
from Bengal which were received by the Bellmont, cou— 
tained thoſe Papers already taken Notice of; and Your 
Committee upon Enquiry found, that the Neptune, on 
board of which the only Copies of Conſultations and 
other Proceedings were ſuppoſed to be ſent, had been 
obliged, by having ſprung a Leak, to put back, ſo that 
we looked for the beſt remaining Authority in the Let- 
ters from the Governor General and Council of the 
27th April and 15th May, wherein the Houſe will have 
ſeen what was the apparent Proſpect of Pacifcation at 
that Time, and what little Encouragement for Hope ot 
tranquillity, aroſe from the Mediation of the Court 
of Berar. No Mention of freſher Advices from Naz- 
pore has been found therein, than thoſe which were re— 
ceived on the 8th March. The Letter from the Superior 
Council to Bombay, which ſtimulated only the Spirit of 
offenſive War, was dated on the 1oth May, and the Lan- 
guage of it appears corroborated by that of the 15th to the 
Court of Directors. But it has been ſince Rated to Your 
Committee, that by the ſame Conveyance which brought 
this Diſpatch of the 15th May, Major Scott, who

Houſe will judge what Alteration this Letter may be 372. 

ſuppoſed to make in the Proſpect of Accommodation, 
as far as that Obje& may depend upon the earneſt Inter- 
ference of the Court of Berar. The Force of the 
Reaſons aſſigned, why, amidſt the Ferment of War and 
Paſſion, the Treaty proftered by the Government of 
Bengal had hitherto remained in Suſpence, will be duly 
conſidered, as will alſo the Manner in which the Articles 
relative to Ragonaut Row, the Fort of Gualier and 
Futty Sing, are now alone mentioned as Grounds of 
Objection. Attention will be paid to the probable Mo- 
tives and Sincerity of that apparent Warmth wich which 
the Duan urges his new Invitation to the Re-eftabhſh- 
ment of Peace, after making Remarks on the various 
Events of the War; whereby he obſerves, © That as 
“ full Revenge had been taken for the Diſgrace of the 
Bombay Detachment, and the Engliſh Name was a 
„Hundred Times greater than before, and the Dread 
and Reſpect of the Engliſh fo eſtabliſhed over all, 
that if any one ſhould hereafter be at Enmity with 
them, the ſame Conſequence would be expected to 
* follow; they therefore ſhould be thankful that ſo 
„ ſmall a Force had been able to prevail againſt ſuch 
„ numerous Hofts in every Part, and ſhouid by all 
Means open the Door to Peace and Friendſhip, and 
© uſe their utmoſt Power to root out the French and 
Hyder Naig.”---Upon this Point of Reconciliation 
with the Maratta State, and the moſt efficacious Means 
of accompliihing it, the Duan will be found to write in 
more explicit Terms, as follows: What is paſt is paſt. 
« At this Time, in which Jam writing, the Scale of 
Strength between the Forces of both Parties hangs 
* equal. No Time can be better than the preſent, for 
the Work of Peace. You ſhould look upon this as pro- 
«© pitious, and not let it ſlip; ſince the Wile never let 
Opportunity paſs, for it is impoſſible to be recalled, 
Therefore you ſhould begin a Negociation through 
* the Mediation of the Nabob Nizam Ul Dowla, wha 
is one of the molt principal Chiefs of the Decan. 
He will repreſent here whatever you ſhall think pro- 
* per to write to him, without Diminution or Exagge- 
ration; and in Return by the tame Channel, what- 
ever is to be written, will be written; and let the 
** Nabob Mobarig ul Mulk be applied to in reſpect of 
Cc2 this 
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this Negociation, who is the firm Pillar of the For- 
„ tune and Greatneſs of the Aſofean Race, and to 
„ whom you have heretofore written; ſo that the Raja, 
«© the Nabab Maboriz ul Mulk, and the Nabob Nizam 
« ul Dowlah, may join in a Mediation, and obtain 
«« from Pundit Purdhaun ſuch a Treaty as may prevent 
« any Diſputes in future, and a Plan be laid for the 
«« extirpating the Power of Hyder and the French.“ 

And he concludes his Letter in theſe Words: From 
e the Emotions of my Heart. therefore, and the Im- 
«« pulſe of Friendſhip, which attracts me towards you, 
J have been induced to write ſo fully. I have not 
„ omitted a ſingle Point in this Letter, that could con- 
« tribute to ſet Matters in the fulleſt Light, either in 
« weighing the preſeut Circumitances, or looking for- 
«« ward to future Conſequences. I have the ſtrungeit 
Hope, that you will examine the Whole by yourſelf 
« Word by Word, and approve of all that I have ſaid. 
« And after the Foundation of Peace is thus laid, and 1 
«© am relieved a little from my Diſorder, I will certain- 
ly do myſelf the Honour of having one Time an In- 
© terview with you.” 

It is remarkable, that no Mention whatever is made 
of Chimnajee Booſla, or of the Troops in the Cuttack, 
of whoſe Forbearance under great Diſtreſſes for Money, 
the former Letters had been filled with very pointed Re- 
preſentations. 

It may indeed be proper to obſerve, upon the general 
Tenor of this Letter, as well as upon ſome particular 
Paſſages in it, that they certainly diſcover the ſtrong 
Effect which Change of Circumſtances had upon the 
Diſpoſition and Language of the Berar Miniſter, The 
Conqueſts of General Goddard in the Guzerat and the 
Conkan, and his ſuppoſed Eſtabliſhment on the Top of 
the Ghauts; the unexpected Reverſe in Favour of Co- 
lone! Camac, againſt the very ſuperior Forces of Mada- 
Jee Scindia ; the reviving Credit of the Britiſh Arms in 
the Carnatic under Sir Eyre Coote, to which however 
thould be added a Mixture of Dread and Jealouſy of 
Hyder's Ambition, fomented and ſupported by the 
French, have apparently contributed to turn the Balance 
of political Doubt, ſo far at leaſt on the Side of the 
Engliſh, as to have removed ſome of the Difficulties be- 
fore ſtarted in the Way of Pacification. There will not 
eſcape the Attention of the Houſe, the Lead which is 
given to the Nizam, in the propoſed Renewal of a Me— 
diation for Peace, and the Recommendation of ſoliciting 
the Interlerence of Nudjif Cawn, of whoſe Prepara- 
tions and Deſigns we have noticed the Jealouſy of the

Bengal Government in the Plan of an Expcdition under 
Colonel Morgan. 

It muſt not however be omitted at the ſame Time to 
-remark, that the Alarms then evidently entertained by 
the Duan for the Fate of Poona, would he ſoon after- 
wards removed by the Retreat of General Goddard; 
a Meaſure which Dewagur had certainly not expected, 
as appears by this Expreſſion in his Letter: As it will 
«© not be proper for him (General Goddard) to retreat, 
« he will deſcend from the Ghauts upon Poona.?? 

It is alſo to be remembered, that the Calcutta Board 
ſuppoſed the General to be {til in Poſt on the Summit 
of the Ghauts. 

What Degree of Influence the ſubſequent Knowledge 

of the Difficulty with which he had effected his retro- 
grade Deſcent to Callian would have upon the Politics 
of either Government, may be a Subject for Specula- 
tion. Your Committee think it proper to confine them- 
ſelves to the ſimple Remark of the Fact. Yet it may 
be added, that the Superior Council have in their laſt 
Letter manifeſted a Quickneſs of Alarm at any Circum- r; May 1731, 
ſtance which might tend to betray a Slackneſs or Re- 
miſſion in the vigorous Proſecution of the War; for be- 
ſides the Dillike of the defenſive Syſtem which the Pre- 
ſidency of Bombay had reſolved upon, they expreſſed 
ſome Apprehenlion, leſt the Meaſure of ſending back 
the Fort St. George Troops, though conformable to 
their Inſtrudions, “ might have an unfavourable Influ- 
*« ence on their Affairs at that Time, (which might be 
« conſidered at their Criſis) by impreſſing the Minds of 
* the Public with an Opinion that ſome Neceſſity, or 
« a Conſciouſneſs of their Inability to proſecute the 
great Advantages which they had acquired, had com- 
Ce pelled them to ſtop at the Inſtant of their Comple- 
9e tz.” 

Reflecting however with Confidence on their remain - 
ing Strenzth in thoſe Parts, and with Attention to the 
Neceſſities of the Service on the Coaſt of Coromandel, 
they added, “ Yet in other Reſpects we have no Reaſon 
«© to be diſſatisfied with it, ſince the Troops of this

Your Committee indeed 'thiak it proper here to re- 
mark, that the Accounts of the Revenues and of the 
Military Eſtabliſhments, which we have occaſionally ex- 
hibited in the Courſe of theſe Two Reports, are only 
intended to convey a general Idea of the State of thoſe 
Objects at different Periods, and to ſerve as a Sort of 
Table of Reference for the Reader during his Conſidera- 
tion of each Series of thoſe political Franſactions and 
Events, upon which it was our particular Duty in this 
Place to expatiate. At the End of this Report we deſire 
to place a general Review of the ſame Object for a Courſe 
of Years, from 1771 to the lateſt Accounts received; 
and have added comparative Balances of the Receipts 
and Diſburſeinents at annual PCrioGs 1 in that Interval, as 
well upon'the Articles repreſented 1 in the Charts before 
exhibited, as on other Sources of Profit or Expence ariſing 
from the Commercial Tranſa&ions of the Company's 
Governments. The more full and more exact Inveſti- 
gation of thoſe Pon ts, as w ell as ſeveral others, may 
become the Subjects of ſome future Reports, when it 
ſhall be thought adviſeable to purſue them. We have 
here only to add, that we ihall ſubjoin in the Appendix 
No. 378, the Particulars of thoſe Charges, which we 
can diicover to have atten ded the ſeveral Expeditions 
and Armaments occaſioned by the War with the Ma- 
rattas. It is evident, that the E. 70 ace of the Detach- 
ment under General Godd: rd alone has conſiderably 
exceeded One Crore of Rupees. 

Your Committee will now conclude the whole Subject 
of our Enquiry with ſome Account of thoſe Orders of 
the Company, which de not zppear to have reached 
their Governments in India to wiom they were addreſſed, 
before the laft Diſpatches were ſent from thoſe diftant 
Provinces.

It having thus appeared, by the Letters referred to, 
and by another under Date 11th December 1781, that 
the Re- eſtabliſiment of Peace with the Marattas, and 
with all the Indian Powers, has been the principal 
Object of the Inſtructions which the Company have lately 
ſent to their Governments in India, Your Committee 
will expreſs a Hope, that ſo deſirable an End may be 
forwarded to a happy Accompliſhment by the Circum- 
ſtances of Sir Eyre Coote's Succeſs in the Carnatic, and 
by the very conſiderable Addition of European Force, 
which may probably have joined the Britiſh Armies in 
thoſe Parts, ſince the laſt Diſpatches were fent from 
thence. * * 

Your Committee cannot put an entire Conclufion to 
theſe Reports, without endeavouring to remind the Houſe 
of the great Maſs of Materials from Which we have been 
obliged to ſelect theſe Points of Information, now ſub- 
matted to their Attention in the preſent Form. This, 
we muſt hope, will be admitted as a ſufficient Excuſe fo? 
the Length of them; becauſe, though much was laid 
aſide as uſeleſs or impertinent, there remained a great 
deal which could not be rejected. For any Deticiency of 
Method or Conciſeneſs, we have only to plead the 
Nature of the Subject and the Neceſſity of the Times, 
which called for as ſpeedy a Return as could be taithtully 


made to the Orders and Inſtructions of the Houſe. In 


this laſt Point, we truſt, there will be found no material, 
as there aſſuredly was no intentional Failure; and we 
therefore ſubmit the other Defects to the Candour and 
Indulgence of the Houle.
